Westlake Sale Is Still On

Despite reports that LifePoint Hospitals was going to lower its 
offer to buy Westlake Regional Hospital and the sale itself could be 
in jeopardy, it was stated the deal is still on the table at Tuesday 
night’s regular meeting of the hospital’s Board of Trustees. 

After going into executive session for an hour to discuss the 
potential sale, the board returned to regular session and Spectrum 
Health Partners CEO Ken Doran, who is the hospital’s agent for the 
sale, gave a public update on the negotiations. 

“We were told July 9 that we would have something ready to 
bring to the board tonight, but we’re still discussing some points,” 
Doran said. “However, last Friday we were told that LifePoint was 
still very interested in buying the hospital. We’re not talking about 
any price reduction and we’re still talking about Aug. 31st as the 
closing date.”

Petition Committee consists of Victoria Pike, Cynthia Rowe, Ron 
Carter, Wendy Gousha and Jay Johnson. The committee filed the 
necessary paperwork with Clerk Blair’s office Thursday. 

The committee will have until Sept. 4 to collect enough valid 
signatures to force the tax to be put on the general election ballot for

AG Says Hospital 
Tax Is Recallable

A letter from Attorney General Jack Conway’s office received 
Tuesday by Judge/Executive Ann Melton says it appears that the ad 
valorem tax adopted by the Adair County Hospital District Board of 
Trustees is subject to a recall. 

While the letter states that it is not a formal opinion of the 
Attorney General, it notes that “we hope the views expressed will 
be of some assistance.” 

The hospital board voted to impose a tax of 3.7 cents per $100 of 
assessed value, which was the same tax rate the district levied 
before it did away with the tax in 1997. 

In her letter to the Attorney General seeking the opinion, she

Following the meeting, Doran went into more detail about the 
issues that are still being discussed. 

“We had a conference call last Tuesday, and five issues were 
brought up,” he said. The issues were: 

1. The Kentucky Medicaid settlement, which the hospital has 
been able to negotiate down from $2.61 million to $2 million. 

“LifePoint said there was no problem with that,” Doran said. “The 
second issue was an old human resources issue, and they said that 
was no problem. That brought it down to three issues.” 

He said the three remaining issues were: 1. The hospital’s 
outstanding costs reports. 2. An underground fuel storage tank that

Nashville Union and American, Nashville, TN, 26 
September 1873, page 4: 

“Tribute of Respect to the Late Dr. J.D. Winston—At a 
meeting of the physicians of the City of Nashville held on 
Sept. 25th, 1873, at the office of Drs. Briggs and Nichol, Dr. 
Atchison being in the chair, Dr. Atchison made the following 
remarks: 

“John Dudley Winston was born in Louisa County, Virginia 
Oct. 2, 1805, and emigrated with his parents to Green County, 
KY, in 1810, where he resided until he completed his medical 
education. He attended both his courses of lecture at 
Transylvania University, where he was graduated, 1827. As 
special student of his celebrated kinsman, Prof. Dudley, he 
enjoyed unusual opportunities, of which he fully availed 
himself. He commenced the practice of his profession in 
Columbia, KY, where he enjoyed a large and lucrative practice 
in medicine and surgery. He next removed to Georgetown, KY, 
where he was very successful, until he came to Nashville in 
1853 at the solicitation of many friends. In this city he became 
the partner of Charles K.Winston, M.D., and immediately took 
a front rank in and with the profession. He was President of the 
City Society, and also of the State Medical Society, of both 
which Associations he was a very industrious and faithful 
member. At the outbreak of the late civil war, he was appointed 
by the Governor of Tennessee President of the Medical 
Examining Board. In all his relations, both public and private, 
he commanded the entire confidence and esteem of his 
associates. 

“In 1836 he connected himself with the Baptist Church. He 
was a favored and active member in the advancement of all 
Christian charities. As a citizen, he was kind and affable, 
possessing a quiet insight into all enterprises leading to 
progress and development, and lending unsparing his means 
and influence to every improvement looking to the good of his 
adopted city, which he loved with all the ardor of his earnest 
nature. 

“Dr. Winston belonged to that old and nearly extinct school 
of medical men represented by Shelby, Ford, Morton, 
McNairy, who magnified their office by their devotion to the 
truth, unvarying personal dignity, and chivalrous professional 
courtesy. It behooves us as a profession to preserve the 
memory of our deceased brother, and emulate his virtues, that 
we like him may magnify our calling and make it honorable. 

“...(death) occurred at the residence of his son-in-law, Mr. 
Gordon, on Wednesday, Sept. 24, at 12 o’clock...” 


William Curry— 

The Breckenridge News, Cloverport, KY, 7 November 1894: 

A Remarkable Record—William Curry, a resident of Adair 
County, KY, is one of the most remarkable men on record. He 
has been married sixty-three years to his present wife; is 
eighty-four and his wife eighty-three years of age. He has 
owned and raised a crop on the same farm since his marriage, 
and has paid taxes to the Sheriff of Adair County sixty-three 
consecutive years. His children, grandchildren and great¬ 
grandchildren number over 200, nearly all of whom are now 
living.

Letter To the Editor 


A Letter From Westlake Employees 

To the citizens of Adair County: 

How many of you reading this right now has ever had a medical 
crisis involving you or someone you love? I would be willing to 
wager that the vast majority of you have at least known someone 
who has needed immediate medical attention. We also will never 
know when this might occur to us in the future. Therefore, this 
letter pertains to each and every person living in this county. As you 
all know, our hospital is having extreme financial problems. And as 
I’m sure many of you know, it has been proposed to reinstate the 
hospital tax to the people of Adair County. I realize that many 
people are opposed to a tax. However, I would like for you to take a 
few minutes of your time to consider exactly what we’re dealing 
with. 

If you have a particular incident in your mind of a crisis 
involving your family or loved ones in this county, I would like for 
you to imagine back to that moment in time. How severe was the 
incident? Was your loved one’s life at stake? I do not know the 
circumstance involving the particular event that you’re currently 
thinking of, but what I do know is this: there has been time after 
time that the dedicated employees of Westlake Regional Hospital 
have saved a life. Let that sink in just one moment please. I’ll say it 
again. Westlake Regional Hospital has saved many lives in this 
county! 

Now imagine your closest loved one being involved in a crisis. 
Maybe he/she has had a massive heart attack and collapsed. Maybe 
he/she has been involved in a head-on collision and has sustained 
massive injuries. Or maybe, this person does not have insurance, 
and participates in the yearly health fair that our hospital sponsors, 
where he/she learns that they are diabetic. This person may have 
not ever had the opportunity to learn about their illness otherwise. 
While I hope that none of us ever have to go through such a crisis, I 
will tell you that if our hospital closes down, your loved one will 
have to be transported 15-20 miles further during a time when they 
are fighting with everything they have to continue living. When it 
comes to a crisis, 15-20 miles is a matter of life versus death. I, for 
one, do not want to gamble with my loved ones’ lives in such a 
fashion. I want the best for my family! 

Now imagine the approximate 300 close community members 
that are working at Westlake Healthcare. I’m also sure that each of 
you knows at least one person who works at either the hospital or 
one of the outlying clinics. The closing of these facilities will 
negatively affect these people in a way that is very difficult to 
imagine. Health insurance benefits, salaries, and a job close to 
home will be eliminated in an economy that cannot sustain such a 
major setback in these lives. There are very few available 
employment opportunities in our economy right now. You all know 
this; you don’t need to be reminded of this. However, possibly you 
are one of the people who do need to be reminded that this is 
becoming even more real in our community as we face losing our 
health care system. 

Think about your local physicians. What will our community do 
when we are suddenly faced with no longer having our favorite 
physician to help us? I happen to know that there are many people 
in this community who feel as though their family physician is one 
of their closest friends/confidants. Now imagine losing that as well. 
What will we do if so many of our local physicians whom we 
respect so much are no longer practicing in our county, and are no 
longer able to see us if we have to have a hospital stay? This is the 
reality of the situation; this is what we are facing. And we need to 
understand all aspects of a situation before we make such a 
community-altering decision. 

In closing, I am going to assert my opinion about this matter as 
bluntly as I possibly can. You are entitled to sign a petition to stop 
the hospital tax. That is your right as a United States citizen. 
However, if you sign a petition such as this, I would like for you to 
be fully aware of what you are signing. You may as well be signing 
a statement that says “I want our local hospital to close”! Please 
join me in putting a stop to laying blame at others’ feet, and help me 
look to the future for that which is the greater good for this 
community and our families! Let’s save “our” hospital!

could possibly be leaking. 3. All 
the other issues that Spectrum 
has uncovered in the past year 
and a half. 

“We have done a report on 
our outstanding liabilities, and 
the figure we’ve given them 
pretty much matches the figure 
they’ve come up with,” he said. 

“As for the underground 
storage tank, it is a 4,000 gallon 
tank used to store diesel fuel for 
the hospital’s generator. It’s been 
in the ground since 1979, and 
they expressed concern it may 
have leaked and contaminated 
the ground. We told LifePoint 
that we could transfer all the 
property to them but keep the 
storage tank area in the hospital 
district’s name. The district 
could have it checked, and 
correct the problem if there is 
one.” 

Doran said that it would cost 
about $50,000 to dig up the old 
tank and replace it with a new, 
above ground tank. If it has 
leaked and contaminated the 
ground, the cost of the cleanup 
would depend on how much soil 
would have to be dug up and 
disposed of. 

“The other issue deals with 
everything that we have 
uncovered in the last year and a 
half,” he said. “We have turned 
everything we’ve uncovered 
over to the proper authorities.” 

“So LifePoint’s offer is still 
on the table,” Doran stated. 
“Sam Hutchison (who is 
representing LifePoint in the 
negotiations) told us they want 
to complete the transaction 
because it fits in with their plans 
for south-central Kentucky.” 

One other issue still being 
dealt with is the amount the 
hospital owes for Social 


Security. 

“The government is behind on 
figuring the SSI wage index, so 
the hospital owes money from 
2008, 2009, 2010 and 2011,” he 
explained. “Right now, there’s 
about a $1.5 million difference 
in what we think is owed and 
what LifePoint’s figure is, and 
we’re still working on that.” 

Doran said that his group has 
negotiated a total of $4.1 million 
in sales points for the hospital 
transaction, and LifePoint’s 
offer is $12.5 million plus 
$425,000 the company has 
added to reimburse Westlake for 
renovating the behavioral health 
unit. Because the hospital will 
be about $350,000 short in 
liabilities, he said they expect to 
receive $12,575,000 for the 
transaction. 

Of the $12,575 million, $6.5 
million would be used to pay the 
bond issue owned by the bank 
consortium that is secured by 
real estate, and the remainder 
would be used to pay other 
outstanding debts and pay down 
the remaining $6.4 million 
unsecured bond issue held by 
the consortium. 

After talking about the 
hospital’s sale, Doran then 
addressed the 3.7 cents ad 
valorem tax that the hospital 
board voted to implement, and 
to which a committee has been 
formed to collect signatures to 
recall it and force a vote. 

“We’re all sitting in a dirty 
sandbox,” he said. “None of us 
created it, but we’re still sitting 
in it, and the fact is debt in any 
form has to be repaid. 

“If the 3.7 cents tax is 
recalled, it opens the door for 
the banks to go to court and get 
a tax imposed of 10 cents or 


higher,” he continued. “No one 
likes a shortfall, and no one likes 
a tax, but I’d rather deal with a 
3.7 cents tax than one much 
higher.” 

Doran still maintains the 
belief that the tax won’t be 
subject to recall, even though 
Judge/Executive Ann Melton 
received a letter Tuesday from 
the Attorney General’s office 
saying it appears the tax would 
be subject to recall. (Se 
accompanying story.) 

Doran said that the letter the 
county received wasn’t brought 
up during the meeting because it 
is not a formal opinion. 

“It (the letter) states in its 
opening sentence that it is not a 
formal opinion of the Attorney 
General,” he said. “We’ll wait 
until there is a formal opinion.” 

When asked if any hospital 
representatives had asked for a 
formal opinion, both Doran and 
Interim CEO Rodger Klein said 
they hadn’t. 

In other action at Tuesday 
night’s meeting, the board: 

•Received the monthly report 
from Interim CEO Rodger 
Klein. 

Klein said that several good 
things have taken place in the 
past month, most notably the 
behavioral health unit which 
opened the first of the month. 

“We’ve had an average daily 
census of 7.2 patients, and some 
days the figure has been quite a 
bit higher,” he told the board. 
“We are very pleased with the 
way things are working out.” 

Klein gave a brief update on 
the tax voted on by the hospital 
board and the fact that a 
committee has been formed to 
recall the tax. 

He then told the board that 


several yeas ago, there was an 
appeal made by a lot of hospitals 
due to a mathematical error 
made in the way hospitals were 
reimbursed by Medicare. 
Westlake did not join in the 
appeal, but the 3,400 hospitals 
that did received over $16 
billion in settlement funds. 

“A second appeal is being 
done now, and we’re 
participating in it,” he said. “The 
upside is the hospital could get 
about $278,000 if the appeal is 
successful.” 

Klein informed the board that 
their request to the state of 
Kentucky to reduce the amount 
owed to Medicaid has resulted 
in the amount being reduced 
from $2,651 million to $2 
million. 

He touched on the progress 
being made with the new 
Nextgen computer system, 
saying they are still working on 
it but things are moving 
forward. 

Klein also gave an update on 
the Meaningful Use Report. 

“The report shows if you are 
doing meaningful use, and right 
now we are in full compliance 
in 12 of the 14 categories,” he 
said. “The only ones we are not 
in compliance with are discharge 
instructions to patients and 
discharge instructions for 
patients being transferred to 
other facilities, and we’ll have 
those fixed in the next few 
days.” 

Klein said that the 
certification period for 
Meaningful Use began July 3 
and ends Sept. 30, and they will 
be in full compliance. 

•Received the financial report 
from Interim CFO Tammy Curry 
for the month of June.

a vote. The committee must 
have at least 755 signatures -10 
percent of the number of people 
who voted in the last 
presidential election. 

Clerk Blair’s office will then 
have up to 30 days in which to 
verify the signatures and 
determine if there are enough 
valid signatures to bring the 
issue to a vote. 

“There won’t be enough time 


to get the measure on this year’s 
general election ballot,” Blair 
said. “Since there are not 
elections in 2013, it would be 
November 2014 before it could 
be on the ballot.” 

In a news release, committee 
organizer Vicky Pike said that 
she has petitions available for 
those that would like to sign one 
or would like to circulate one, 
and anyone can contact her at 


384-3348 or 634-2604 or 
Cynthia Rowe at 384-5431. Pike 
reminds those who want to sign 
a petition that you must be a 
registered voter, and must sign 
the petition form for the precinct 
in which you vote.

basement from 10:30 a.m. until 
7 p.m. This will give those 
citizens who have not had the 
chance to sign the petition 
against the 3.7 cents per $100 of 
assessed value enacted by the 
Adair County Hospital District 
Board of Trustees an 
opportunity to do so. There will 
be petitions available for each of 
the county’s 16 precincts. 


•Tax Is Recallable 


asked what procedures the 
hospital district must follow to 
establish the new tax rate, and is 
it lawful for a taxing district to 
levy a new tax when it is in the 
final stages of selling its assets? 

The Attorney General’s 
response advised that the 
hospital district must hold a 
public hearing on the tax 
increase pursuant to KRS 
132.023 (which the hospital 
district did), and that the tax 
increase is subject to a recall 
under KRS 132.017. 

KRS 132.023 deals with 
taxing districts wishing to raise 
their rates above the 
compensating rate from the 
previous year, a public hearing 
must be held. Since the hospital 


district had a zero rate in 2011, 
any amount of would be above 
the compensating rate. 

KRS 132.017 states in part 

that if any tax increase that 

results in more than a four 

percent increase in revenue from 
the previous year, it is subject to 
recall. 

Judge Melton said that in 

seeking the opinion, she just 
wanted everything to be right 
and legal. 

“I’m not trying to influence 
anyone in either way to support 
the tax or to vote against it,” 
Melton said. “I do think if 
people have a right to vote on it, 
they should be given that right. 
We don’t want to take that right 
away from them.”

As to whether or not the 
hospital district can impose a tax 
if it is in the process of selling 
its assets, the letter says that it 
can because it is legally required 
to settle its debts. 

The letter goes on to state that 
if the tax is voted down in a 
recall election, the hospital 
board, or the bank consortium to 
which it owes money, may seek 
a mandamus from a court to 
levy a tax. 

If the Recall Petition 
Committee is successful in 
getting enough signatures 
on the petition to force the 
matter to a vote, it won’t appear 
on the ballot until the November 
2014 general election.

Law Enforcement Officers, Agencies Honored 
For Seat Belt And Child Restraint Enforcement 

Ceremony salutes efforts to save lives on Kentucky roadways 


The Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety (KOHS) 
Tuesday honored 126 law 
enforcement officers from 123 
agencies across the 
Commonwealth for their efforts 
to increase the use of seat belts 
and child restraints. 

The second annual 
Governor’s Occupant Protection 
Awards ceremony was held at 
the Hilton Lexington/Downtown 
Hotel. Awards were presented to 
officers with the most occupant 
protection citations in each 
agency and division. There are 
six divisions, broken down 
according to the number of 
officers within the agency, plus a 
division for Kentucky State 
Police. 

“Despite a wealth of data 
showing that seat belts and child 
restraints save lives, each year 
hundreds of unrestrained 
motorists lose their lives on 
Kentucky roadways,” said 
KOHS Director Bill Bell, who 
presented the awards. “These 
officers, their departments and 
agencies render a great service 
for public safety by enforcing 
our occupant protection laws.” 


There were 721 total highway 
fatalities in Kentucky in 2011 
with 576 killed in motor 
vehicles. Fifty-eight percent of 
those killed in motor vehicles 
were not wearing a seat belt. 

“Our law enforcement is 
making a difference, as 
Kentucky’s seat belt usage rate 
increased by 1.5 percentage 
points in 2012 - to 83.7 percent 
from 82.2 percent in 2011,” said 
Bell. “However, there is still a 
great deal of work to be done. 
One fatality is too many.” 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), seat 
belts, when worn correctly, are 
proven to reduce the risk of fatal 
injury to front-seat occupants by 
45 percent - and by 60 percent 
in pickup trucks, SUVs and 
minivans. Also according to 
NHTSA, child restraints reduce 
the risk of fatal injury by 71 
percent for infants and by 54 
percent for toddlers in passenger 
cars and by 58 percent and 59 
percent, respectively, in light 
trucks.

These were followed by the 
ringing of the bells and the 
wreath presentation. 

As the name of each 
firefighter who had died was 
read, a family member, a

If the firefighter’s death was 
not in the line of duty, a white 
carnation was placed on the 
wreath. If the death was in the 
line of duty, a red carnation was 
placed on the wreath. Since 
Sparks was the only fireman to 
die in the line of duty in the last 
year, the carnation representing 
him was the only red carnation 


on the wreath. 

After the ceremony was over, 
the wreath was presented to the 
Sparks family. 

Charles “Sparky” Sparks died 
on July 8 of last year as the 
result of a heart attack he 
suffered while fighting a fire at a 
residence in the Garlin 
community on June 20. 

At the time of his death, the 
49-year-old Sparks had been a 
Deputy State Fire Marshal for 
24 years, a 32-year member of 
the Columbia-Adair County 
Volunteer Fire Department, a 
Fire Rescue Training Instructor 
for Area 14 for 24 years and a 
part-time EMT with the Adair 
County EMS. He was serving as 
First Assistant City Fire Chief 
when he passed away.

pay as part of the Judicial Branch’s Fiscal Year 2013 Budget 
Reduction Plan. The entire court system will be closed Monday, 
Aug. 6; Tuesday, Sept. 4; and Monday, Oct. 15. This includes the 
Supreme Court, Court of Appeals, Circuit Court, District Court, 
Offices of Circuit Court Clerk, the Administrative Office of the 
Courts and all court services, including Pretrial Services, Drug 
Court, the Court Designated Worker Program, Court Interpreting 
Services, the State Law Library and driver license branches. 

The Supreme Court of Kentucky has approved two orders that 
provide guidance on how the statewide court closures are to be 
implemented. While the two orders provide more detail, below is a 
summary of what the public and the law enforcement and legal 
communities should expect on furlough days: 

Trials and other court proceedings will not be scheduled on fur¬ 
lough days as there will be no staff available. Items already on the 
docket for those days will be rescheduled. 

•Driver licenses will not be issued. 

•The Supreme Court will suspend its rule requiring pretrial offi¬ 
cers to interview a defendant within 12 hours after incarceration. 
No Pretrial Services staff will be working on furlough days. 

•Deputy clerks will not be available to process bonds and no 
release orders will be issued. 

•Existing after-hours protocol will be followed for processing 
domestic violence orders (DVOs) and emergency protective orders 
(EPOs). 

•Local court designated workers will not be available. The Court 
Designated Worker Program will have a supervisor available to 
ensure that law enforcement adheres to its statutory requirements in 
cases involving the arrest and custody of juveniles.

“We have to start with what 
people see from the outside,” 
explained Reed. “We’re 
spending a lot of time and effort 
on aesthetics - cleaning up 
campus and raising the bar for 
how our school looks.” 

Specifically, Reed has 
spearheaded an effort to get rid 
of a lot of junk on campus. 
Anything that can no longer be 
used is being disposed of, old 
fences are being taken out, the 
old ag shop has been converted 
into a storage facility, and 
potholes have been filled in. 
“We’ve removed a lot of 
debris,” Reed remarked. “Our 
maintenance staff has done a 
tremendous job.” 

Reed also commented on the 
progress of the new school, the 
groundbreaking of which took 
place last month. Reed is 
pleased with the work so far, 
noting that the ground has been 
completely cleared and blasting 
is already underway. They are 
also looking into a slight change 
of plans with the power lines for 
the school. “We’re looking at 
moving those lines below 
ground,” said Reed.

-All 20 of the 2012 graduates of the Somerset Community College 
Physical Therapist Assistant Program have achieved a 100% first- 
attempt pass rate on the national certification examination, 
according to PTA Program Director Dr. Ron Meade.

7 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. on Aug. 16. 

At this personal appointment 
on Aug. 15 or 16, participants 
will be asked to sign an 
informed consent form, 
complete a brief survey, as well 
as provide a waist circumference 
measurement and a small blood 
sample similar to a doctor’s 
visit. The blood sample will be 
taken by a certified, trained 
phlebotomist. 

CPS-3 needs a diverse 
population of at least 300,000 
adults across the United States 
and Puerto Rico. 

“Many individuals diagnosed 
with cancer struggle to answer 
the question, ‘What caused my 
cancer?’ In many cases, we 
don’t know the answer,” said 
Alpa V. Patel, Ph.D., principal 


investigator of CPS-3. “CPS-3 
will help us better understand 
what factors cause cancer, and 
once we know that, we can be 
better equipped to prevent 
cancer.” 

Enrollment is being brought 
to Central Kentucky through the 
Society’s 2012 host, Taylor 
Regional Hospital, 1700 Old 
Lebanon Road in 

Campbellsville. 

Researchers will use the data 
from CPS-3 to build on evidence 
from a series of American 
Cancer Society studies that 
began in the 1950s that 
collectively have involved 
millions of volunteer 
participants. 

“Our previous cancer 
prevention studies have been 
instrumental in helping us 
identify some of the major 
factors that can affect cancer 
risk. CPS-3 holds the best hope 
of identifying new and emerging 
cancer risks, and we can only do 
this if members of the 
community are willing to 
become involved,” said Dr.

Oaks most beneficial trees to wildlife, may be impacted by heat, drought 


Oaks are the most important 
tree species to wildlife in 
Kentucky forests, but the impact 
of this year’s drought remains to 
be seen.

White oaks produce acorns 


that are a critical food source for 
squirrels, white-tailed deer, wild 
turkey, black bear and many 
non-game species. White oak 
acorns are preferred by wildlife 
because they are more palatable. 
Acorns produced by red oaks 


contain tannin, which makes 
them bitter. 

White oaks can produce 
acorns every year. Entire crops 
are often lost due to late freezes 
and heavy rains just as 
pollination of oak flowers

begins as well as summer 
droughts. 

Philip Sharp, a private lands 
wildlife biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources in 
Crittenden County, said it’s too 
soon to make a prediction on the 
mast crop in western Kentucky, 
the area of the state most 
affected by drought. “Our white 
oaks have small acorns now, but 
that’s pretty typical for this time 
of year. They can grow a lot in a 
short period of time and fill out 
in late summer.” 

Red oaks are not faring as 
well. “Some areas of western 
Kentucky are really dry. There 
are places that have had about a 
half inch of rain in the past two 
months,” said Sharp. “I’m 
concerned. The dry conditions 
are killing some of our red oak 
trees on ridges with thin soils.” 

According to the U.S. 
Drought Monitor, Crittenden 
and parts of nine other Kentucky 
counties along the lower Ohio 
River are classified as being in 
an Exceptional Drought, the 
driest category of five listed. 
Because it takes two years for 
red oak acorns to mature, and 
not all trees produce mature 
acorns in the same year, red 
oaks are a more reliable source 
of acorns on an annual basis. 

David Yancy, senior deer 
biologist for the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife, said a mix of white 
and red oak species is preferred. 
“This will ensure that some 
acorns will be there for wildlife 
when there’s a failure of the 
white oak crop.” 

According to the University 
of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service, there are 10 
native species of oak trees in 
Kentucky: six members of the 
red oak group and four of the 
white oak group. 

Typically, it takes an oak tree 
about 20 years to start producing 
acorns. 

The U.S. Forest Service’s 
1981 Wildlife Habitat 
Management Handbook said the 
white oak (Quercus alba) 
followed by the chestnut oak are 
the two white oak species in 
Kentucky that produce the 
highest yields of acorns. For red 
oaks, it’s the northern red oak 
(Quercus rubra), then the scarlet 
oak (Quercus coccinea). 

The leaves are a good way to 
tell the difference between white 
oaks and red oaks. White oak 
leaves are narrower (about 4 
inches) with rounded lobes. Red 
oak leaves are wider (as wide as

6 inches) with pointed lobes. 

Although oaks are considered 
intermediate in their tolerance to 
shade, they grow best on sites 
with openings in the forest 
canopy and minimal competition 
for sunlight, water and nutrients 
from other plants. Oak stands 
regenerate naturally by 
sprouting acorns as well as 
stump sprouts. 

Since acorns and other hard 
mast are so important to 
wildlife, department biologists 
began an annual survey in 1953 
to assess each year’s crop. 
Biologists walk the same route 
every year and determine the 
proportion of trees bearing hard 
mast by observing nuts on 
hickories, white and red oak and 
beech trees. 

The mast survey helps 
biologists predict game 
availability and behavior. For 
example, each year’s estimate of 
the number of squirrels available 
to hunters is based on the 
previous year’s mast crop. 

In years when the mast crop is 
sparse, deer and wild turkey are 
more vulnerable to hunters 
because game must move 
around more to find food. In 
years of plenty, deer and turkey 
harvests are likely to decrease 
because food sources are 
available everywhere, so there 
isn’t as much game movement. 

Nuts begin to mature in mid- 
September. The annual survey 
will be conducted this year 
between Aug. 15 and Sept. 1.
